"Gross incompetence" means any professional misconduct or 27 
unreasonable lack of professional skill in the performance of professional 28 
practice.

"Gross negligence" means treatment of a patient or practice of 30 
veterinary medicine resulting in injury, unnecessary suffering or death that 31 
was caused by carelessness, negligence or the disregard of established 32 
principles or practices.

"Letter of concern" means an advisory letter to notify a 34 
veterinarian that, while there is insufficient evidence to support 35 
disciplinary action, the board believes the veterinarian should modify or 36 
eliminate certain practices and that continuation of the activities that led 37 
to the information being submitted to the board DEPARTMENT may result in 38 
action against the veterinarian's license. 39 

11.  12.  "Licensed veterinarian" means a person who is currently 40 
licensed to practice veterinary medicine in this state. 41

practices and with injurious results. 43 
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13.  14.  "Medical incompetence" means lacking sufficient medical 1 
knowledge or skills, or both, to a degree likely to endanger the health of 2 
patients or lacking equipment, supplies or medication to properly perform a 3 
procedure. 4 

14.  15.  "Negligence" means the failure of a licensed veterinarian to 5 
exercise reasonable care in the practice of veterinary medicine. 6 

15.  16.  "Regularly" means that veterinary services are offered to the 7 
public once a month or more frequently. 8 

16.  17.  "Responsible veterinarian" means the veterinarian WHO IS 9 
responsible to the board DEPARTMENT for compliance by licensed veterinary 10 
premises with the laws and rules of this state and of the federal government 11 
pertaining to the practice of veterinary medicine and responsible for the 12 
establishment of policy at such premises. 13 

17.  18.  "Temporary sites" means sites where outpatient veterinary 14 
services are performed. 15 

18.  19.  "Twenty-four hour services" means veterinary services when a 16 
veterinarian is on the premises twenty-four hours a day.

5.  Adopting an official seal for attestation of licenses, certificates 35 
and other official papers and documents. 36

(c)  A homeopathic physician WHO IS licensed pursuant to chapter 29 of 34 
this title. 35 

(d)  A podiatrist WHO IS licensed pursuant to chapter 7 of this title. 36 
(e)  A dentist WHO IS licensed pursuant to chapter 11 of this title. 37 
(f)  A doctor of naturopathic medicine who is authorized to prescribe 38 

natural substances, drugs or devices and who is licensed pursuant to chapter 39 
14 of this title. 40 

(g)  An optometrist who is licensed pursuant to chapter 16 of this 41 
title and who is certified for topical or oral pharmaceutical agents. 42 

5.  A veterinarian WHO IS licensed pursuant to chapter 21 of this title 43 
3, CHAPTER 19 from dispensing or administering drugs to an animal or from 44 
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dispensing or administering devices to an animal being treated by the 1 
veterinarian. 2 

6.  The use of any pesticide chemical, soil or plant nutrient or other 3 
agricultural chemical that is a color additive solely because of its effect 4 
in aiding, retarding or otherwise affecting directly or indirectly the growth 5 
or other natural physiological process of produce of the soil and thereby 6 
affecting its color whether before or after harvest. 7

2.  Be a registrant under the federal controlled substances act (P.L. 38

B.  A person who is registered under this chapter to manufacture, 40 
distribute, dispense, prescribe or use for scientific purposes controlled 41 
substances may possess, manufacture, distribute, dispense, prescribe or use 42 
for scientific purposes those substances to the extent authorized by that 43 
person's license or permit in conformity with this chapter and title 32, 44 
chapter 18. 45 
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C.  The following persons need not register and may lawfully possess 1 
controlled substances under this chapter: 2
